THE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS 
MAKE A NEW — 


An Order Submitted Hatablishing 
Licenses to Be Collected from 
People in Nearly Every Branch 
of Business and Creating a Now 
Office. 


The Board of Supervisors has begun 
to wrestle with a county license ordi- 
nance, and atits meeting yesterday a 
long ordinance was filed, which will 
raise quite a breeze throughout the 
county. There is no county license at 
present. in June, 1883, the Board of 
Supervisors passed an ordinance, and 
it remained in force until September, 
1883, when it was repealed. 

The ordinance introduced yesterday, 
and which is to be discussed hereafter 
by the board, provides for a large num- 
ber of licenses, and an occupation tax. 
it creates the office of County License 
Tax Collector, who is to receive 10 od 
cent. of all licenses collected. It 
vides the machinery for the collec ion 
of all licenses imposed. 

The following is a list of the various 
licenses provided for by the ordinance: 

Theaters: One year, $75; one 8 
ter, 820; less than one month, 85 per

HIS DEEP AND ABIDING AF- 
FECTION FOR HIS WIFE. 


The Bloody-minded Wretch Tries to 
Save Himself by Accusing His

Cross-examination: At the time he 
said what he did they were takin 
things from his pockets. The knife 
was taken out, and I think the Chief 
Was opening it when Toal said what 
he did. I am testifying as I did in the 
preliminary examination.“

WASHINGTON OF THE WEST. 


Los Angeles is destined to become 
the Washington City of the Pacific 
Coast, unless its authorities destroy its 
hopes by a continuation of the short- 
sighted and narrow-minded policy 
which characterized its career prior to 
the so-called boom times. For nearly 
forty years following the acquisition of 
this country by the Americans, Los 
Angeles remained, without exception, 
the most dead-and-alive, hold-back, 
non-progressive town in the United 
States. There was in her population 
no energy, no ambition, no public 
pride or spirit. As a town, it seemed 
to be in the full enjoyment of a pro- 
found sleep. Talk about improving or 
paving a street, or even making a side- 
walk, and half the population, as soon 
as they could wake up to the subject, 
were immediately thrown into 
hysterics, particularly that por- 
tion who (without knowing it) 
were most deeply interested 
in the improvement. Los Angeles 
was conspicuous for the lethargy 
which it inherited from the race of its 
founders and the aborigines, but when, 
at last, by the inauguration of certain 
excursion parties from the far East, 
the town was aroused from its long 
slumber it sprang to its feet with a de- 
gree of vim that fairly astonished 
everybody, and the world has not yet 
ceased to wonder at the exhibition. 
As one ot the results of the awaken- 
ing, but after much resistance from the 
old land-owners, and after most an- 
noying and damaging delays, one or 
two streets, or rather small parts of 
streets, were properly paved and some 
sidewalks were laid down, These 


‘works were quite captivating in their 


effect. So absolutely pleasing and 

novel did it seem to ride over a smooth 

and passable street in Los Angeles, 

that other streets were presently put 

in proper condition, and Los Angeles 

has already her fair share of excel- 

lently payed thoroughfares. With the 

same rate of progress kept up she will 

in good time become for the Pacific 

Slope what Washington is on the At- 

lantic—the most beautiful and attract- 

ive of cities. 

In many respects the parallelisms of 

the two cities is conspicuous. Their 

topography 1s not dissimilar. Wash- 

ington has its Capitol Hill, its Island 

(so-called, though it is not an island), 

its Boundary Hills, its Swampoodle, its 

fashionable West Eud, and so on, 

scattered over a wide area. In like. 
manner Los Angeles hus its Boyle 

Heights, its Pico Heights, its East Los 
Angeles, its West End and other quar- 

ters spread over a wide space like the 

city of magnificent distances.“ Los 
Angeles lacks the public buildings that 
grace the capital of the Nation, but she 
does not lack a climate and scenery 
and surroundings far in advance of her 
eastern rival. In all natural advan- 
tages Los Angeles is far ahead of any 
other city inthe United States if not 
in the world. 


But Washington was also once a 
sleepy city. In slavery times it was 
anything but gressive. . Public 
‘were prejected, but not one 


were dragging along in a partially con- 
structed and unfinished state. Her 
streets were in a horrible plight and 
her drainage frightful. She was a poor, 
unhealthy southern city at best, and, 
as a capital, a disgrace to the Repub- 
lic. It languished under the blighting 
influence of slavery, but during the war 
which grew out of that institution, 
Washington was invaded, and, at 
times, overrun by the northern hordes, 
in much the same manner as Los An- 
geles, twenty years later, was overrun 
by eastern people. It was not a san- 
guinary war that brought the multi- 
tude to the latter place, but a war be- 
tween opposing climates and two lines 
of transcontinental railways. 

The infusion of new blood into Wash- 
ington by the war resulted in convert- 
ing that city from one of the most re- 
pulsive into, as travelers concede, the 
bandsomest city in the world. But, to 
make it what it is today, a wise system 
of public improvements had to be in- 
augurated. To begin with, proper 
grades, in reference to traffic and 
drainage, were provided for all her 
streets, old as well as new, and in due 
time they were admirably paved. All 
these things iri Washington were un- 
dertaken and carried through by the 
authorities with a single view to the 
public interest, the wishes and no- 
tions of private individuals being 
enirely ignored. The old inhabitants 
and land-ownefs protested vigor- 
ously, but the engineers and Master 
of Public Works were independent 
enough and honest enough to adhere 
to their sworn duty, and refused to be 
turned aside from their purpose by Mr. 
P. or Mr. B., or any other private citi- 
zen. The result of their faithful work 
is now before the worla in the form of 
the most complete of cities, a monu- 
ment to théir skill and fidelity, more 
enduring than marble or brass. If 
Los Angeles but had in charge of her 
improvements an equally independent 
and skillful set of officers, she might 
rival, in a brief space ot time, the 
beautiful capital of the Nation. 


THE CENTENNIAL OF FRENCH 
LIBERTY. 

Today is the hundredth anniversary 
of the first great break for liberty 
made by the French asa nation 

Since the inauguration of the French 
Republic, the quatorze Juillet has taken 
the place, as the national day of 
France, of the qunze Aout—the 15th 
of August—*Napoleon’s day,” which, 
during the third empire, was cele- 
brated throughout France with such 
pomp and circumstance.

Then, on each succeeding 15th of 
August, Paris was one great scene af 
carnival; the Champs Elysées, from 
the Place de la Concorde to the Are de 
Triomphe, was festooned with many 
colored oll lamps, and there was a 
sound of mad revelry by night, which 
lasted several days, and attracted 


Then, the Republic was born. It is 
true that its birth was attended by 
many excesses on the part of the peo- 


ple, but who could blame them, in 
view of the terrible outrages to which 
they had been subjected for so many 
centuries? It was at first feared by 
friends of France that the French had 
not in them the making of Republi- 
cans, but that belief has gradually 
given way to a confidence in the stabil- 
ity of the Republic. eee 

It is a dramatic episode which to- 
day’s celebration commemorates. The 
bastille, the State prison and citadel 
of Paris, was begun as far back as 
1369, by Charles V. Its walls were at 
least 12 feet thick, and at the base 30 
or 40, The dungeons were 19 feet be- 
low the level of the courtyard, and 
five below that of the ditch, with no 
opening but a narrow loophole com- 
municating with the ditch. The con- 
dition of prisoners confined for a long 
time in this den may be imagined. 
The inhuman treatment to which they 
were subjected has few parallels in 
the history of ; enal cruelty, put there, 
as they were, without accusation or 
trial, on a simple lettre de cachet, and 
allowed no communication with 
friends. * 
On July 14, 1789, after a brief de- 
fense, the Bastille was captured by the 
people, ransacked, and on the follow- 
ing day its towers were razed and its 
dungeons filled with the copings of its 
battlements. Among the persons found 
in its ceils was oue who had been a 
prisoner since his 11th year, and an- 
other who had passed 30 years in the 
Bastille. Besides this, records of worse 
horrors were found inscribed on the 
registers of the prison. 
On this centennial anniversary, Co- 
lumbia greets la belle HVrunce, and sin- 
cerely hopes that the French Republic 
may remain proof against the attacks 
of its open enemies and the insidious 
assaults of its false friends.

Bismarck (N. Dak.), July 13,—[By the 
Associated Press.] At today’s session of 
the Constitutional Convention a large num- 
ber of proposed articles were presented, 
Messrs, Flemington, Howe, Hollick and 
Hager introduced articles providing for 
constitutional prohlbition of the manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicating liquors.

Among the provisions in the proposed arti- 
cle is the following: No corpora 
tion should be created or have its 
charter extended, changed or amended by 
special laws except those for charitable, 
educational, penal or reformatory purposes, 
which are to remain under the patronage 
and control of the State, but the Legislature 
shall provide by general laws for the orgau- 
ization of all corporations hereafter to be 
created.” fxclusive privileges not taken 
advantage of are declared invalid. The 
property and franchises of incurporations 
are made subject to public use. 
No stocks or bonds shall 
issued by any corporations except foi 

property or services actually ren- 
The Legislature is empowered to 
alter or annul charters, if no injustice is 
thereby done.

“STAGING IN CALIFORNIA.” 


A Grand Painting, Representative 
of Early Days on the Coast. 

A great picture is a grand poem, not 
ringing with the music of words, but 
with the harmony of prismatic lights, 
an i the rbythm of Nature's own color- 
ing. A picture which is true to Na- 
ture, which interprets her moods, 
which discovers and reproduces the 
soul which is in her, can only be 
painted by the band of a master. 
There is something more needed than 
mere correctness of outline and per- 
spective, and the harmony of coloring. 

This picture of Mr. Borglum’s is 
painted upon a canvas five feet by 
nine, and is called “Staging in Cali- 
fornia.“ It presents a magnificent 
sweep of country—a landscape com- 
bining an infinite variety of effect. In 
the foreground, to the right, rises a 
mighty mountain wall, in whose flinty 
side is cut the narrow roadway, run- 
ning from the summit to the valley 
below. Down this steep incline, hun- 
dreds of feet above the valley, comes 
the high-topped old stage coach, drawn 
by six horses. The leaders are the un- 
tamed Californian bronchos, full of tire 
and strength and motion. The artist 
has put action into every muscle, and 
in painting them the life that he has 
achieved without sacrifice is marvel- 
ous. They fairly rush down the dust- 
clouded steep. The two horses behind 
the leaders are somewhat more sober 
in mood, yet full of action. Behind 
these come the two steady and reliable 
coachers upon whom the driver most 
depends. They are true to the life. 
How lightly flies the dust in the wake 
of the coach, and in what clouds it 
rises beneath the hoofs of the prancing 
horses. The couch catches the warm 
gleam of the afternoon sun; the high 
mountain wall above it, and the vast, 
sheer precipice below is luminous with 

rismatic light. The mosses and 
jichens creep adown the rocks to 
sof ten their rugged sides; the crevices 
show where the sun’s rays have nestled 
while nursing into life the tender 

lants. Scraggy old oaks and pines 

ave thrust themselves up from the 
Darrow ravines, and their shadows fall 
soft upon the great boulders. Strata 
above strata are piled in heights 
above the roadway. The shadows of 
the horses and the coach are cast in 
clear outline upon their base, and over 
all is the repose of mountain sublimity 
aud the grandeur of their power. 

But below that rocky roadway is an- 
other picture—a vast, rich, sweeping 
landscape, stretching away into ihim- 
itable distances; in the foreground a 
green, deep cafion, where flows a 
translucent stream. Tall conifers 
drop their cool shadows along its 
sides, and the manzanita reaches out 
brown arms clinging to the steeps. 
Mighty boulders lift themselves, and 
noble mesas rise, covered with tender 
grasses. To their rear are gentle 
slopes, and far away are the rounded 
hilis, and the majestic mountain 
heights, rising range above range, 
showing masterly toning. The nearer 


peaks are mist-wrapped, with occa-|j 


sional breaks through which the moun- 
tains, clothed in their soft shadows. 
with here and there ajstately pine, look 
out. On and on stretch the mountain 
ranges, till, far behind the shadowy 
distances, clear-cut and bold, is lifted 
the snowy crest of a giant peak.

Revolutionist—Philip Augustus

of the Bastille. 


An expedition against Fort Mackin- 
ack, the frontier United States post in 
Upper Michigan, which had been lost 
to the British in June,

MARAT. | 
The most odious figure in the French 
Revolutiou was that of Jean Paul 
Marat, the self-styled “friend of the 
people. ” By birth a Swiss of Calvin- 
istic, parents, he had led a strange, 
skufking life for #5 years—latteriy, a 


sort of quack medicine pedler When 


the great crisis of the revolution 
brought him to the surface as a jour- 
nalist and member of the convention. 
Less than five feet high, with a fright- 
ful countenance and a maniacal eye, 
he was shrunk from by most people as 
men shrink from a toad; but he had 
frantic earnestness and hesitated at no 
violence against the enemies of liberty, 
and so he gained the entire confidence 
and affection of the mob of Paris. His 
constant cry was for blood; he literally 
desired to see every well-dressed per- 
son put todeath. Every day his paper, 
Ami du Peuple, was filled with 
clamorous demands for slau ghter. 
By the beginning of June, 81795. 
he was 1 in the blood of 
his enemies t was then that 
the yo nese rk enthusiastic girl, Charlotte 
ay, left her native province for 
Paris avenge the death of her 
friend r She sought out 
Marat at his house and there, on July 
14, 1793, was admitted to see him in 
his hot bath, and stuck a knife into his 
heart. His death was treated asa pro- 
digious public calamity and his body 
was deposited with extravagant hon- 


| ors in the Pantheon, where public feel, 


ing took a turn for the better ere long, 
and the carcass of the wretch was ig- 
nominiously cast out. To contempo- 
raries the figure of Marat has risen like 
a frightful nightmare; nobody seemed 
to know whence he had come or how he 
had spent his previous life. 

PHILIP AUGUSTUS, 

King of France, died on the 14th of 
July, 1223. His reign is chiefly re- 
markabie for the success with which 
he labored to consulidate the power of 
the crown and overcome the intoler- 
able oppressions of the feudal lords: 
which entailed so much suffering upon 
the 1 The most significant event 
of his reign was the battle of Bou 
vines, in which he N the 
Emperor Otho of Germany. The com: 
munal forces furnished by the towns 
2 toed important part of the army 
0 


the despised rabble of the towns, that 
they remained motionless at their 
posts. But the commoners, seeing no 
need of humoring their knightly pride, 
thrust them roughly, upset them from 
their horses, slew many of them and 
forced them to leave the place or fight 
willy nilly. This was on August 
1214, and the thus 
opened soon neral 
and obstinate. The Gert German nights 
directed all their blows inst the 
French King, and made their way al- 
most up to him. The commoners came 
to the relief of Philip, who had been 
thrown from his horse, but had quickly 
leaped upon another and dashed into 
the conflict anew. A vigorous sword 
thrust wounded Otho’s horse and 
caused the animal to fly in the “eet 
tion from which he had co one 

accident turned defeat into t, and 
the victory made France forever inde- - 
pendent of Germany and gave another 


blow to the power of the feudal lords 
under whose oppression the people had 
been so long be ering. 


BURNED AT THE STAKE. 


On July 14, 1558, among the last vic- 
tims of the religious persecutions un- 
der Murray, six persons who had been 
kept in miserable confinement in the 
palace of Bonner, Bishop of London, 
were burned at the stake at Brentford. 
On the preceding 27th of June seven 
other persons of the same party had 
met with a similar fate at Smithfleld. 
CAPTURE OF THE BASTILLE. 
July 14, 1789, is the date of one of 
the most ‘important events of — 
it witnessed the capture and demol 
tion of the bastille,the grim old fortress 
identified with the potism and 
cruelty of the falling monarchy, and 
its destruction marked the endof a 
wicked system. On the walls were to 
be read the names of prisoners, the 
date of their incarceration, their pray- 
ers, their sufferings, the only memori- 
als which the miserable men had left 


behind in their dungeons, to attest 


their prolonged existence and their 
innocence. These vaults then con- 
tained but seven prisoners, three of 
whom were shut up legitimately, fam- 
ily motives having withdrawn them 
from the judgment of the ordinary 
courts of law. Two of these prisoners 
had become insane, and were sent toa 
madhouse soon after their release. 
The third prisoner, who had been sent 
there by his father and was sent home, 
was recognized by no one and died 
soon after in poverty. The other four 
prisoners had been confined only four 
years, for forging bills of exchange, 
2 were arrested in Holland on the 

823 ot the bankers they had 
efrauded.

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THE BURIED CITY. 


MILLER’S NOTABLE CENTRAL 
AMERICAN DISCOVERY. | 


The Ruins Located After a Tedious 
Journey—Standing in the Midst 
of a Vast Ruin—Articles Uncov- 
ered—The Discovery to Be Fol- 
lowed Up. 


EVANSVILLE (Ind.), July 8, 1889.— 
[Special Correspondence of THE 
TrmEs.] I have been driven home by 
yellow fever in Central America. 

Our sojourn in Olancho, Honduras, 
was marked by a very important dis- 
covery, which we were not at liberty to 
divulge until the present time. While 
there, at Jutigalpa, we received, 
through an Indian trader, an intima- 
tion of a buried city, being hidden 
somewhere in the region of the upper 
Patook River. Sufficient information 
was obtained to warrant the belief that 
it was no hoax, and, for prudential 
reasons, I decided to undertake the 
visitation of it, with no other com- 
panion than an Indian guide. The 
information gleaned indicated that 

_ THE RUINS WERE LOCATED 
far from any road or trail, and could 
only be reached at the expense of con- 
siderable hardship, but this did not 
alter my determination. 

We left Jutigalpa, going down the 
valley of Guayape, and 5 ed by 
way of Catacamas and Rio Tinto to 
the Patook, which we encountered 
about 50 miles below Mahogany Falls, 
and not far from the large rubber camp 
of Nestor Gross. It required some 
considerable time to secure boats, after 
the river was reached, as the region is 
very sparsely inhabited by a few rov- 
ing bands of Poyas Indians. But ar- 
rangements were finally completed and 
we proceeded up the Patook, leaving 
our mules behind. 
- Reaching the mouth of the Guam- 
poo, its largest tributary, we entered 
that stream, by direction of my Indian 
guide, and after following its course 
about 15 miles we turned into another 
stream, known as Legarto. Just 
above its mouth we left our boats and 
888 on foot in a northwesterly 

irection, among many — 4 high 
mountains. We had gone per 
miles, when we enter

by very high mountains. After leav- | tai 


ing the Legarto we found no trail 
whatever, and at times had to cut our 
way through. the underbrush, and 
when the valley was reached its rank 
tropical vegetation seeemed almost 
impenetrable. We followed closely the 
foot of the mountains, until we came 
upon a number of fragments of carved 
stone, some lying upon the top of the

first stopped we found ourselves. 
STANDING IN THE MIDST OF A VAST

which certainly owed its existence toa 
very remote period. Shafts of huge 
stone, broken columns and crumbling 
walls could be seen on every hand, 
while the ground was strewed with 
stone tables, 3 vases, urns, 
bowls and a multitude of articles, the 
work of ancient artists. We pro- 
ceeded — a quarter of a 
mile into the dense undergrowth, 
or as far as we could cut our way with 
machetes, and the evidences of an an- 
N civilization multiplied at every 
step.

We then skirted the edge of the val- 
ley, and more than two miles from tke 
starting point found additional ruins 
showing that the city extended for tha 
distance. It was impossible to do 
more than make this casual inspection, 
after verifying the first statements 
heard regarding the existence of the 


city. 
A RICH FIND. 

Among the numerous articles ob- 
served, worthy of special mention, were 
immense tables of granite, made with 
one leg to stick in the ground, and 
which would weigh from 800 to 1000 
pounds. There were bowls of the 
same stone so shaped as to sit on three 
legs and scooped out to a depth of six 
inches. These were finely chased with 
turtle and tiger heads carved on the 
body and handles, and varied in 
weight from 10 to 50 pounds. There 
were ancient metates, or maize stones, 
used also at the present day 
for crushing corn. These were carved 
in the same way—some with human 
and snake heads. -They were of all 
sizes, ranging from three pounds up to 
800. At one point there were unmis- 
takable evidences of an ancient work- 
shop of stone, where no doubt many of 
the relics were made, as a multitude of 
large and small articles of a varied 
nature were heaped ether, many of 
which were in an unfinished state. 

After spending a half day amid 
these ruins, we turned back to bear 
the good news to our friends, and to 
proceed quickly to Tegucigalpa to 
secure certuin exclusive privileges 
from the Government for excavation. 
We found President Bogran deeply in- 
terested in the subject of our find, and 
not only willing to grant us our re- 
quest, but to extend any and all aid 
within his power to accomplish the ex- 
cavation..

Volcanoes, Squalor and Fruit. 


(SIXTH REGULAR LETTER.) 
MANAGUA (Nicaragua), June 10.— 


[Special Correspondence of THE TDIESs.] 
We are in the city recently made 
famous by the alleged exploits of 
another Jack the Ripper,“ but whose 
inhuman practices seem to have been 
purely a figment of the imagination, as 
the frightful stories published in the 
States were absolutely unknown to 
the people of this city.

In coming down to this city we made 
brief stops at both the volcanoes of

The famous eruption occurred on the 
20th, 2ist and 22d of January, 1835.

Ugly stalagmites encrusted the basin, 
and dark recesses, where the eye could 
not penetrate, opened anon in the bot- 
tom of the crater. All around were 
evidences of the frightful catastrophe 
of ahalf century ago. The courses of 
the lava streams were observed by the 
barren tracks down the sides, where 
they had blighted all vegetable growth. 
The shattered crown of the mountain, 
the deep seams and gulches down its 
slopes, the vast tons of cinders and 
heaps of volcanic rock, all pointed to 
its last eruption. 

The view from the summit was very 
fine as we stood 2000 feet above the sea 
level, overlooking the ocean and the 
bread Bay of Fonseca upon one side

THE LARGEST CITY OF NICARAGUA. 

The city was founded in 1523 by Her- 
nandez de Cordova, the founder also 
of Grenada. Its original site was 
some distance from the present city, 
nearer to Lake Manogua, the ruins of 
which still exist. This site was aban- 
doned in 1610 for the present one. 


There is a tradition that a curse was 


pronounced by the Pope against the 
old city, on account of the murder 
there of Father Valdeveiso in 1549, and 
that under this anathema the city was 
visited by a succession of calamaties, 
which became insupportable. The 
city has several magnificent churches, 
whose founding dates back te the 
Spanish régime. The Cathedral of St. 
Peter, one of the largest and finest 


structures in Central America, was y 


finished in 1748, at a cost of $4,000,000. 
It was neariy 40 years in construction, 
being made of cut stone and very 
durable. By special permission we 
were allowed to go through and exam- 
ine the interior, which is finished in 
the Moorish style, characteristic of all 
of the churches in this country. It 
has been robbed of most of its former 
rich tapestries cee candelabras and 
altars, yet it still preserves a gorgeous 
The building, con- 
structed so strongly. has often been 
UTILIZED AS A FORTRESS. 
During the revolution of 1825, headed 
by Sacano and Salas, no less than 30 
pieces of cannon were ae upon 
the roof of this cathedral, and after a 
desperate siege of four months the 
rebels were compelled toretire. We 
encountered numerous ruins about 
the city, which very much marred its 
beauty. Upon inquiey it was found 
that these were cause by the forces of 
Honduras and Salvador, who captured 
and sacked the city in January, 1845. 
Fully $2,000,000 worth of property was 
destrdyed at that time, and very little 
of it has been restored. It was again 
subjected to much damage, during the 
régime of the filibuster, Gen. William 
Walker. From the effects of these 
revolutions it has never recovered. It 
contains about 30,000 inhabitants, 
though formerly double that number. 
It is a great political center, and gen- 
erally the fountain of opposition to the 


reigning party.

Away 
he went with a rush; making the line 
hum, and taking the coils out so fast 
ou couldn’t see them. 
slacked up a trifle I got the line over 
my leg and stopped it a little, and then 
the hauling an pulling began. The 
point is not to let the fish get any 
slack, but to keep it taut and take in 
as quickly as ssible. This I did; 
hauling when I had the chance, then 
listening to the line hissing, almost 
smoking, through my fingers. As 
soon as we hooked the fish I thought it 
was ashark, and Mr. Watson hauled 
up the anchor. All this time the fish 
was towing us around in all sorts of 
directions at something like race-horse 
speed, but finally I got him well in 
hand and hauled his head under the 
stern, and as he turned over! sent a 
bullet from my revolver through 


his heart. he blood spouted 
two or three feet and bis 
struggles ceased.”

Mr. Watson, we shook hands for 10 
minutes.“ After that,“ continued 
Mr. Bell, we took a couple of halt- 
hitches around his tail to make a sure 
thing, and slowly towed him in. The 
rest you know.“ The jewfish was 
braced up upon the beach, its fins 
proppéd up in natural shape, and pho- 
tographed with Mr. Bell and Mr. Wat- 
son standing in suggestive attitudes 
over it—a cut of which is here given. 

The jewfish was then handed over 
to the executioner, and I had the privi- 
lege, thanks to Mr. Bell and Mr. Wat- 
son, of examining him externally and 
internally. 

Next to the tarpon, it was one of the 
most impressive fishes it was ever my 
good fortune to see. There is a large 
stuffed one in the museum of the 
Academy of Sciencesin Philadelphia, 
but it conveys but little idea of the 
size of this, the king of the bass.
